MINNESOTA’S 
BUSHEL 
TAX 


Working Out Juct the Opposite of 
W hat W it Expected. 
St. Paul, Oct. 30.—The bushel tax, 
which was the subject of a great deal 
of criticism after the legislature ad 
Journed, apparently is working out 
just the opposite of what was expect­ 
ed. and instead of increasing the tax 
on country elevators and city eleva­ 
tors as well, it has greatly reduced 
the taxes these institutions have to 
pay. The reports fro n the assessors 
to the state tax commission, which 
are almost complete, ahow that the 
total tax from all counties will amount 
to $31,386, which is only a little more 
than Hennepin county alone paid un 
der the old ad valoiem system. 
A member of the tax commission 
said that the reason the total cf the 
tax wa;i so small, when it had been at­ 
tacked becuna? of the heavy burden 
it would lay on small elevators, was 
that the tax rat? was changed. 
The 
original bill provided a tax of one- 
quarter cent per bushel on wheat and 
flax and one-eighch cent on other 
grains. 
But in the committee or else­ 
where the word “cent” was changed 
to “mill.” 
Had not this change been 
piade, the tax would have been ten 
times sis large as it is. 
Of the t.olal tax, about OO per cent 
is paid by tile terminal elevators, Hen­ 
nepin paying $13,142 and St. Louis 
county $8,417. 
Ramsey county’® tax 
Is only $183.

St. Paul, Oct. 30.—The testimony of 
Detective Michael Sweeney at the 
trial of Mn;. Aebog ist for the murder 
of her husband, May 13, showed that 
the accused woman asserted she was 
too ill to talk when pressed for infor 
mation by the officers alter the dis 
covery of the crime. 
Detective Sweeney was one of th. 
officers who visited Mrs. Arbogast in 
her room ti.a forenoon after the crime. 
He swore on the witness stand that 
the first Av? minutes he was talking 
with her she lid not exhibit any symp­ 
toms of pain from the burns she had 
sustained; when he pressed her for 
information that might lead to the dis 
covery of the murderer she became 
uneasy and said she was in too much 
agony to talk any more. 
Sweeney and Daly are the two de­ 
tectives who have had charge of the 
case for the state, and their evidence 
will require much explanation by the 
counsel for the defense. 
The two de 
tectives were on the scene of the 
crime a few hours after the firemen 
and collected a pile of blocd-stained 
and half burned w’omen’s clothing in 
the 
Arbogast 
bathroom. 
The 
gar­ 
ments were exhibited In court and 
identified as having come from the 
house of tragedy. 
Supposed to Belong to Widow. 
There were two articles of woman's* 
apparel, a polka dot blue calico wrap­ 
per and :i white corset cover, that 
were fount! in tho bathroom, badly 
charred and burned. 
They are sup­ 
posed to belong to Mrs. Arbogast. 
How the wrapper came to be burned 
that morning is one of the mysteries 
of the case, because neither Mrs. Ar­ 
b l a s t nor lier daughters, according to 
the testimony, had anything but night 
clothes on until after the fire had bean 
extinguished. 
In her brief statement to the de­ 
tectives the morning of the murder. 
Mrs. Arbogast said she was in the 
bathroom when she heard of the fire. 
I f she made any mention of the man­ 
ner iii which she received the burns 
it did not come out in the testimony'. 
Detective Daly told of encountering 
Lawrence Ulmer in the hallway up­ 
stairs 
and 
taking 
him 
along 
for 
guidance in the search for the axe. 
At this point Mr. McLaughlin, attor­ 
ney for Mrs. Arbogast, offered a new 
theory about the red stains on the 
axe when he tried to connect them 
with some strawberry preserves that 
had been stored In the cellar. Ulmer 
testified that he found the axe over 
a broken wine bottle, but the ques­ 
tions of Mrs. Arbogast’s attorney indi 
cated that it was a broken preserve 
bottle and that the juice hud caused 
spots on the axe which appeared like 
blood. 
The detective, however, said 
he had not noticed any preserve jars 
in the cellar that day.

Washington, Oct. 30.—Traffic on the 
Great Lakes is maintaining its high 
average, according to figures of the 
volume of domestic trade from lake 
ports during last month.

traffic amounted to 12,527,865 net tons, 
as compared with 9,458.003 tons in 
September of last, year and ll,137,927 
net tons during the same month in 
the year preceding. 
There is a good prospect that the 
close of the season of navigation on 
the lakes will see a total merchandise 
tonnage equal to that shipped during 
the banner year of 19C7. 
A noteworthy increase In unclassi­ 
fied freight, including packages, was 
a feature of the month, indicating that 
this business is bring diverted from 
the railroad and express companies.
